70. LIEUTENANT OR ABOVEjOCIC RATIONALE FOR BOX 77 FINDING 

After a review of the facts that are known at this time It is the preliminary determination of the undersigned that Officer Reyes discharged her weapon within 
the department's use of force guidelines, Commander Valadez and Officer Monica Reyes were on patrol in the area of 23rd and Wood when they observed 
the occupants of the offender's vehicle fire into a vehicle occupied by four subjects. Commander Valadez gave chase to the offender's vehicle which crashed 
into several parked cars in the 1600 block of West 10th Street, The offender continued his effort to make his good escape, and refused all verbal commands 
to stop his vehicle, and purposely struck the vehicle occupied by Commander Valadez and Officer Reyes with Commander Valadez suffering an injury to his 
left shoulder. Commander Valadez and Officer Reyes exited their vehicle and ordered the occupants of the offender's vehicle to exit their vehicle. The armed 
offenders disregarded verbal commands and put the vehicle into drive and continued their efforts to escape. The driver of the vehicle then started to open his 
driver side deep tinted window, at which time Commander Valadez fired three rounds at the offender, and Officer Reyes fired five rounds at the subject. The 
offender suffered a fatal gunshot wound and his vehicle crashed in the 1600 block of W. 19th Street,
